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INTRODUCTION 


The readers of Volume I of the History of 
Rogers“ Rangers will undoubtedly pimier over 
this *Skip-a-cress' publication of Volume 
III. The Author=Publisher hastens to ad that 

it certainly was not his original intent. 
Rather, it is @ desperate medium of necessi- 
ty to render the History in printed form for 
the benefit of readers who have shom enough 
interest to inquire about the publication 
birth of Volumes II and III of this work. 

For ten years, since the publication of Vol 
I, in 1946, the author has solicited pub- 
lishing houses for publication of II X III, 
both, by person, and through a Literary A- 
gent. Now, the human age barrier rears it's 
inevitable head and this writer was faced 
with the choice of consigning the balance 
of the Rangers’ History to his heirs in Mae 
nuseript form, or, to make this last, to 
repeat, ‘desperate’, attempt to present his 
unbound history by this method of Printing. 

If the author ‘outlives' this publication 
of Volume III, he will endeavour to print 
Volume II by the same method, Volune III 
was chosen over II, for printing first, be- 
cause of it's rare Geneological material, 
which should enable many Family Historians 
to 1411 their gaps. The names and facts of 
Rogers Rangers service and other pertinent 
biography herewith presented has never be- 
fore been nade available. 


An extensive Bibliography wes not deemed — 
necessary for the sources are derived from 
those that built Volume I (primarily me Lo- 
udoun and Abercrombie 188 in the Hunting@on 
Library) and Volume II (the 1. 0, zu Amherst — 
papers). Muster Rolls, gleanings from Offi-e 
cers petitions and Ranger officer's corres 
pondence with Rogers, Loudoun, Abercrombie, 
Wolf and Amherst were consulted. The 16 cie 
tations are Loudoun HSS call numbers in the 
Huntington Library, San lar ino, California. 
The 1. O, u citations may be found in the 
War Offices, 34 Amherst collection in the 
Public Records Office, London, England. 

The Ranger names appear alphabetically by 
the highest office they attained in Rogers 
rangers, If this is not known, consult the 
name index in back of this volume, All nen- 
tions of ‘discharged’ are honorable, unless 
stated otherwhise. me name only, of the Ro- 
gers Ranger Company is cited, viz., for the 
individual's service, Otner Regular or Pro- 
vincial regiments they may have served in 
are listed by full title or number. It is

He was always ready 
and willing to go upon every service, sven 
the most hazardous, on the least notice. It 
would not be doing him juetice if I did not 
add, that I have had several opportunitys 
to obserwe his Behaviour in action, wherein 
he Discovered, so much skill, Bravery and 
good Cenduct, as would justilly entitle hin 
to every military reward he could ask or 
demand, I wish I could procure him such a 
oné, as I think he deserves,“ As notging 
resulted from his petition, Hasen repeated 
it to Amherst in late 1762. Amherst replied 
on Oct 28, 1762: Stating he was aware of 
his good services. Hie desire to continue 
and reise himself in armwy commendable and 
that he will provide for him "whenever an 6 
opportunity offers.“ (V. O, zu, 87/923 Yi 93/ 
i199) Still no Captaincy forthcoming, Hazen 
resigned in disgust in 1763, and retired on 
half-pay.

He en- 
tered the Catholic Church on Jan U, 1765, 
The seme day, Governor Murray made Hasen 
and others, Tribunale of Police of Montreal.
